taken late in the afternoon over San Gorgonia Pass, 
Calif., for which Pilot O. W. Coyle received second 
prize in the TWA contest.

The irregular layer of stratus clouds in the 
foreground, solid from the earth’s surface, 
identifies a moist air mass that has moved 
in from the warm Pacific to the southwest 
and has condensed to form the cloud after 
being raised to higher altitudes and lower 
temperatures. Originally, in the previous 
twelve hours, this cloud mass extended to 
higher altitudes, but the loss of moisture 
by precipitation of rain and snow and the 
overrunning by a warmer but drier air 
above has caused stratification. The final 
remnants of these clouds can be seen dis- 
sipating before the rising sun. The uneven 
surface of the main cloud layer indicates 
the turbulent nature of the upper portions 
of such cloud masses. Here the air is rough 
and bumpy. 


Above are visible cirrus and cirro-cumu- 
lus, formed of ice crystals. Moisture freezes 
after being carried to high altitudes, gen- 
erally over 16,000 feet, by the ascending 
currents of air associated with low-pressure 
areas, and these crystals are carried along 
by the various winds at these high levels, 
forming the feathery or hairlike formations 
so often observed.
